MYSTERY AIRPLANE

Washington, December 3.—( United 
News.)—The navy’s new mystery air- 
plane—a new type of Curtiss two- 
seater—was demolished today after 
dropping 3,000 feet over the naval air 
station here. 

The pilot, James C. Collins, of the 
Curtiss company, New York, escaped 
by leaping in a parachute when the 
right wing of the fighting plane 
dropped off while he was putting it 
through difficult maneuvers. 

‘Collins landed safely but was re- 
moved to the naval hospital suffering 
from severe shock.

“I was very much gratified to have 
you visit me today and partially con- 
firm the statement made in this morn- 
ing’s Constitution that it was very 
probable that the improvements enum- 
erated would be carried through.

So it is completely unfair to judge 
any teams unless the matter of sched- 
ule is taken up. 

The man-to-man feature of foot- 
ball is an outstanding factor. John 
W. Heisman, one of the best known 
of the coaches, a short while back told 
an interesting story in his Collier's 
series, 

Georgia Tech was playing Cumber- 
land. Cumberland had a great cen- 
ter. a two-year all-southern, known as 
Red Smith. Tech had a young cen- 
ter. who seemed to be outclassed. 

Just before the game started Heis- 
man’s young center said to the famous 
Red: ; 

“Red, everybody knows you are a 
lot better center than I am. You are 
all-southern and I’m just a young 
fellow tryin’ to get along. Everybody 
knows you are a better football play- 
er. There isn’t any argument about 
that. But today let’s find out who’s 
the best -MAN—M-A-N!” 

That was the toughest afterneen 
Red Smith ever faced. A football 
player, keyed up, can often outplay a 
much better football player. And few 
can keep keyed up one week after an- 
other, without cracking. Those who 
can through four of five or six hard 
games are among the unusual. 

For Next Season. 

Probably no team in the country 
loses two such stars for next season 
as N, Y. U. will lose in Strong and 
Lassman. 


These are two of the best in foot- 
ball. Backs such as Ken Strong come 
along “every ten years—gometimes. 

And then again it may be every 20 
years, Lassman, due to his_ broken 
leg from the 1927 campaign, started 
slowly. But the big captain hit a fast 
clip against Missouri and Carnegie 
Tech, where he was at his best. 

Harvard loses a_ great. pair in 
French and Guarnaccia. French was 
a fine captain and a star back. QGuar- 
laecia was always valuable. 

Carnegie Tech loses in Harpster 
one of the finest forward passers in 
football history. Also a smart field 
general who knew how to handle his 
team and tie another team up. 

B. C. loses a star back in Weston 
and a great tackle in McGuirk. The 
Army keeps Cagle and that isn’t a 
bad start for any coach. Pennsyl- 
vania loses Paul Scull, a back who 
was more accomplished as_ an all- 
around player than any one else. 
Which is to say that when it came 
to a general combination of running, 
bucking, passing, receiving passes, 
drop-kicking, blocking and tackling his 
— would undoubtedly be at the 
op. 

Georgia Tech loses Captain Pund, 
her star center. Princeton loses 
Howe, another fine center. Also Mike 
Miles, a star back. The Navy loses 
Burke, one of the. best guards of the 
year. 

But as the gaps are opened they 
seem to be even more quickly filled. 
The prep schools of today ar turning 
out a higher average of football talent 
than football has ever known. This 
talent is numerically larger and it 
knows more football. No wonder 
there are 20 or 30 teams strong 
enough, at their best, to beat almost 
any single team you might name,

Through many avenues, it developed, 
Rothstein put out $1,700,000 in. bets 


on Herbert Hoover for president and 
Franklin Roosevelt for ‘governor of 
New York, giving odds of from four 
to four and a half to one. His win- 
nings, which he did not live to col- 
lect, .were close to $500,000. 

That money could have taken up the 
I. O. Us for which police believe 
Rothstein was killed, and left over 
$100,000 or so for pin money until 
Rothstein could have made his nest 
killing. 

On September 8 Rothstein played 
his Jast big card game. He lost $380.- 
000. On November 4 he was shot at 
what, in one police theory, was a cred- 
itors’ meeting growing out of that 
‘ard game,

STUDENTS DRINK LESS, 
SAYS VIRGINIA U. HEAD: 


Dr. Alderman Comments on 
Letters Sent by Gov. Byrd 
and Dr. Hepburn.

Richmond, Va., December 3.—(?)— 
Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, president of 
the University of Virginia, tonight 
told the Associated Press that drink- 
ing among students of the university 
was less than it had ever been in the 
past in commenting on a letter sent 
to Governor Byrd by the Rev. David 
Hepburn, superintendent of the Vir- 
ginia Anti-Saloon league. 

Dr. Hepburn told the governor that 
he believed drinking at the university 
had yeached the proportions of a state 
scandal in asking the chief executive 
to request university authorities to 
grant federal prohibition agents “as 
uninterrupted access’ to the university 
grounds, fraternity houses and _ stu- 
den body as the bootleggers are now 
reported to have,” he said the au- 
thorities had shown no disposition to 
improve conditions. 

The amount of drinking at Vir- 
ginia, Dr. Alderman said, is no great- 
er than at other institutions of sim- 
ilar student population and in no 
sense entitled to be characterized as a 
statewide scandal. 
that university authorities 
gaged in a constant effor to promote 
sobriety. 

Governor Byrd, meanwhile, stated 
that he would 
letter to President Alderman for 
vestigation when it was received. The 
chief executive said he had already 
referred to Dr. Alderman, - as cus- 
tomary in such cases, one communica- 


Jannings is in-, 


tion he had received relative to drink- 
ing at the university, asking that the 
matter be given the attention of the 
university officials, This letter was 
received subsequent to the Virginia- 
Nerth Carolina football game Thanks- 
giving. 

Dr. Hepburn told the governor that 
he believed that reports had been ex; 
aggerated about drinking but from re- 
liable soufces he believed it was so 
much as to constitute a state-wide 
scandal. While the Anti-Saloon su- 
perintendent did not mention specific 
reports of drinking, he was believed 
to be referring to statements made by 
a Fredericksburg minister following 
the North Carolina-Virginia football 
game, the statements being published 
in several Virginia newspapers. 

Dr. Hepburn told Governor Byrd 
that it would be “useless” to ask the 
attorney-general to investigate the 
matter as the state department of jus- 
tice did not have the men adapted to 
meet the “complex situation that ex- 
ists at the university.” He further 


he characterized as “obsolete 
false” protects the lawless liquor ele- 
ment at the school. 

The governor was requested to ask 
cooperation of university officials in 
permitting federal agents treedom of 
the campus, and if this was refused, 
he suggested that the governor might 
withhold appropriations for the sup- 


port of the school. 

The object of the federal agents, Dr. 
Hepburn said, would not be to secure 
evidence to convict drinking profes- 
sors or students, but to protect them 
from “the bootleggers who ply their 
nefarious business without fear or 
molestation.”

the United’ States started its schedules 
today when the Greyhound Lines ex- 
tended its service to Jacksonville, 
Fla. At Jacksonville, the connection 
with the Florida Motor lines and Blue 
Bus lines takes the service to all im- 


portant points on the peninsula. 

The route followed from the north- 
ernmost point, Minneapolis, is via Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Lex- 
ington, Chattanooga, <Atlanta and 
Macon. The line from Detroit goes 
through Dayton, Ohio, joining the 
other route at Cincinnati. The com- 
pany’s Atlantic coastlines feed into 
the Florida youte at Toledo and Day- 
ton. Its west coast lines feed into 
the Florida line at Indianapolis. The 
cities named are division points. Pas- 
sengers will be permitted to travel 
continuously or stop over, as desired, 

According to published schedules. 
the actual driving time from Minneap- 
olis to Jacksonville is 63 1-2 hours: 
from Detroit, 45 hours; from Chi- 
eago, 45 hours; from Indianapolis, 38 
hours. Only modern equipment will 
be used on the trips, the buses seat- 
ing 33 passengers comfortably. The

Leading Issues Off. 


Declines of from one to ten points 
occurred in leading shares. Until to- 
day, for weeks the volume of business 
i} handled on the stock exchange floor 
declined sharply as soon as_ prices 
started to decline. Today with prices 
declining the volume was as large as 
has been reached on the average dur- 
, ing the so-called Hoover’ bull = stock 
market when all daily, weekly and 
| monthly high records have been brok- 
en. In the fourth hour a _ recovery 
started in prices but on the recovery 
trading slowed down. 

Many so-called stop-loss orders were 
reached today in good stocks such as 
General Motors, Consolidated Gas, 
Packard, Westinghouse and Pullman. 
Thesc orders were placed by traders 
long of stocks to save paper profits 
in ease of a sudden price decline. In 
recent weeks traders long of stocks 
having paper profits have been moving 
up the selling level of so-called stop- 
loss orders to get the benefit of .the 
advance that has occurred in the gen- 
eral level of prices. 

Those in Wall street whose opinion 
counts for the most are of the belief 
that the reaction in the stock market 
will go further to correct existing 


technical stock market weakness and 
also te give the machinery in Wall 
street a chance to cool off. In usual- 
ly well informed quarters here the ex- 
isting stock market situation has been 
likened to that created when a pas- 
senger or freight train has to stop for 
a hot box. When a hot bex develops 
it takes time for the heated parts to 
cool off and then be properly lubricat- 
ed. In informed circles here the be- 
lief was expressed today that Canadian 
M:..voni was not the only het box re- 
cently developing in the stock market. 
Practically the ‘whole machinery of 
Wall street has recently become over- 
heated. Before the collapse in Cana- 
dian Marconi last Friday. uneasiness 
was increasing on the part of Wall 
street brokers because of the accumu- 
lated physical strain resulting in in- 
creasing costly mistakes. 
-Further Reaction Seen. 


From what could be learned today 
while the best people here expect the 
reaction to go further it is also ex- 
pected that. the upward price move- 
ment will be resumed when Wall 
street’s machinery has cooled off some- 
what and when existing technical stock 
market weakness has been eliminated 
and broker’s loans reduced somewliat. 
The feeling here. is that even if the 
peak of the stock market has been 
touched a bull stock market such as 
has been witnessed recently does not 
end without several efforts after 
setback to resume the upward price 
movement. Call money opened at 4% 
per cent with the banks calling 450,- 
000.000 to. noon after which there 
was an advance in the call money 
rate first to 9 and then to 10. 

So far the high record weekly vol- 
ume of trading quantity stock ex- 
change was made for the six days end- 
ing November 17 at 30.962,000 shares, 
a daily average of 5,160,000 shares. 
The following week saw a turnover of 
30.486.000 shares, a slight decrease 
from the previous week. but the week 
of November 24, including only five 
days. a special Saturday holiday being 
declared.

6.097,000 shares which so far stands 
as a high record. The week ending 
December 1 made up of five days with 
Thursday out shows a turn over of 
92 .273.000 shares, a daily average of 
4.675.000 shares.

| Meantime, cotton exchange seats 
‘are advancing in both New Orleans 
land New York, and memberships on 
ithe Chicago Board of Trade have sold 
lat $45,000, which: ie @-recerd figure. 
| On the New York Cotton Exchange 
there is talk of organizing a depart- 
ment to trade in the stocks and bonds 
of corporations that are engaged in 
the manufacture of textiles, and the 
very fact that such a proposal is se- 
riously considered bespeaks the _ re- 
freshing optimism that seems to be 
spreading throughout the agricultural 
as well as the industrial regions of 
King Cotton’s realm. 

Toward the end of the week the 
market became a little hesitant as it 
was realized that the government’s 
final crop estimate would be issued on 
December 8. 

The prevailing opinion probably fa- 
vors a slight reduction in the indi- 
eated yield, but the possibility of an 
increase is appreciated, and some who 
bought futures for a rise Seem dis- 
posed to take profits.

There is irrefutable evidence of an 
increased and increasing consumption, 
and jit will probably continue to act 
as a sustaining influence until the 
next crop and its possibilities become 
factors in the situation. 

Some southern observers are already 
predicting an increase in the acreage 
that will be planted in the spring, but 
it is rather early to consider this 
aspect of the situation, and on the 
basis of a crop that dees not exceed 
14,250,000 bales, stability would seem 
to be indicated at present. 

If, on the other hand, the govern- 
ment report should forecast a “yield 
of less than 14.000.000 a very substan- 
tial advance might be seen, for the 
fuse is laid and a speculative ex- 
plosion might occur if the public were 
reattracted to the market by anything 
that was susceptible of a sensational 
interpretation. 

Perhaps this review should inelude 
a word or two with regard to the talk 
of consolidation that is rife in the 
textile industry. It is rumored that an 
organizer who has taken the lead in 
forming the farmers’ cooperative mar- 
keting organizations that have become 
such important factors in the cotton 
trade will shortly address himself to 
the problem of consolidating some of 
the mills that produce textiles. 

The expediency of such a combina- 
tion has been widely acclaimed hut it 
remains to be seen whether the rivalry 
that competition enkenders can be so 
overcome that the lion and the lamb 
will consent to lie down together. If 
a2 consummation so desirable ean be 
achieved the time may come when’ pro- 
ducers and consumers will agree unon 
n fair valne for each year's-erop. But 
there are manv who will continue to 
helieve that the millenium is still a 
long way off.
